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Preface 


The first two editions of this list of theses and dissertations on Canadian geography appeared in 
1964 and 1966 (Bibliographical series Nos. 31 and 34) published by the former Geographical 
Branch. With the encouragement and support of the National Advisory Committee on Geographical 
Research, and in the belief that the list has proved to be a useful research aid, it has now been revised 
and reissued as a Geographical Paper. The number of entries has increased from 620 and 737 
respectively to over 2400 in the present volume. 

As well as being brought up-to-date, the present edition has been expanded considerably in 
scope. It includes theses produced at Canadian geography departments i) which concern the 
geography of Canada; ii) which concern foreign areas, and i111) which are methodological. By 
incorporating foreign topics, it will enable those concerned with the development of the teaching of 
geography to better assess the specializations which have been established in some of the depart- 
ments across Canada. 

It also contains theses granted at foreign universities. This list has been restricted to those in 
English and French and does not pretend to be complete. 

The list includes Baccalaureat, Masters and Doctoral theses or dissertations. It does not include 
theses in preparation, nor any written in the field of economics, history or geology despite the 
recognition that a number of them would warrant embodiment in a geographical list. It is also 
recognized that many of the undergraduate theses are relatively slight contributions. Nevertheless, 
publication of these titles will serve to indicate the emphasis on certain topics which particular 
departments have encouraged. 

The regional arrangement, slightly amended, has been retained, followed by the section on 
foreign topics. Finally, two sections designed to accommodate theses which defy regional classifica- 
tion have been inaugurated under Methodology and Miscellaneous. A much more comprehensive 
subject index has been prepared. To facilitate relating the topic to a region, a list of the sections with 
their entry numbers is repeated at the foot of each alternate page in the subject index. 

Problems of classification arose because many titles did not permit regional classification and/or 
topical indexing. It is strongly suggested that advisors and directors of graduate studies insist that the 
subject and region, where pertinent, be identified in the title with proper key words. This policy 
would greatly assist librarians, bibliographers and researchers. 

The references in each entry have been reduced to as simple a form as possible. Following the 
table of contents is a list of Canadian universities represented in this bibliography. Many of these 
theses and dissertations may be borrowed on inter-library loan from the granting universities or 
purchased on microfilm. 

The cooperation of the geography departments and of many individuals is sincerely appreci- 
ated. Published sources of information include the Newsletter of the Canadian Association of 
Geographers, Canadian Theses and the annual list published in The Professional Geographer. 

This third edition comprises what is believed to be a virtually complete list of theses and 
dissertations accepted by departments of geography in Canada up to and including the fall of 1971. 
It is hoped that it will continue to be useful to those engaged in research on Canada as well as being 
of assistance to those interested in the history and development of the discipline in Canadian 
universities. With the dissolution of the National Advisory Committee on Geographical Research, 
the responsibility for producing up-dated editions will likely fall on the Canadian National Commit- 
tee for Geography or the Canadian Association of Geographers. 

It seems particularly fitting that this third edition should appear on the occasion of the 22nd _ 
International Geographical Congress held in Canada in the summer of 1972. 


Préface 


. L’ancienne Direction de la géographie avait déja publié la présente liste de théses et de 
dissertations sur la géographie du Canada, en 1964, puis 1966 (cdtes bibliographiques 31 et 34). 
S’étant revélée utile a la recherche, cette liste a été revue et réédité a titre d’Etude géographique, grace 
a lencouragement et a l’appui du Comité consultatif national de la recherche géographique. Le 
nombre d’inscriptions, qui était de 620 et 737 respectivement, est passé a 2,400 titres. 

Fn plus de la mettre 4 jour, on a augmenté la présente édition de facon considérable. Elle 
comprend en effet des théses que proviennent de départements de géographie canadiens, qui portent 
1) sur la géographie du Canada et ii) sur des régions étrangéres, et iii) qui sont de nature 
methodologique. Le fait d’incorporer des sujets portant sur d’autres pays permettra a ceux qui 
s'intéressent au perfectionnement de l’enseignement de la géographie de mieux évaluer les spécialisa- 
tions établies dans certains départements du pays. 

Des theses présentées a des universités extérieures figurent aussi dans la liste. Cette derniére ne 
compte que les ouvrages rédigés en anglais et en frangais et ne se veut pas complete. 

Elle comprend des théses et des dissertations aux niveaux du baccalauréat, de la maitrise et du 
doctorat. Elle exclut les théses qui ne sont pas terminées et celles qui traitent d’économie, d’histoire 
ou de géologie, méme si l’on admet qu’un certain nombre d’entre elles mériteraient d’en faire partie. 
Bon nombre des théses de baccalauréat n’ont pas une grande importance, mais le fait d’en publier les 
titres permettra tout de méme de faire valoir quelques sujets sur lesquels insistent certains départe- 
ments. 

On a retenu la répartition par région, sous une forme légérement modifiée, suivie par la section 
sur les sujets étrangers. Enfin, les théses qui échappent 4a la classification régionale figurent aux 
sections portant sur la méthodologie et les théses diverses. On a augmenté |’index par sujet. Afin de 
faciliter les renvois entre sujet et région, on a donné en bas des pages, la liste des sections avec leurs 
numéros, a toutes les deux pages de |’index. 

Des difficultés se sont présentées du fait que bien des titres ne pouvaient étre classés par région 
ni par sujet. Il serait trés souhaitable que les conseillers et directeurs d’études supérieures s’assurent 
que le sujet et la région, s’il y a lieu, figurent dans le titre, selon les indices appropriés, ce qui serait 
d’une aide précieuse aux bibliothécaires, aux bibliographes et aux chercheurs. 

Les références de chaque inscription ont été simplifiées au maximum. Aprés la table des 
matiéres vient la liste des universités canadiennes mentionnée dans la bibliographie. Bon nombre de 
ces théses et dissertations peuvent faire l’objet d’un prét interbibliothéque ou étre achetées sur 
microfilm. 

Nous savons gré aux départements de géographie et aux nombreuses personnes qui nous ont 
assuré leur collaboration. Parmi les publications qui ont servi de source de renseignements on compte 
les Nouvelles de Association canadienne des géographies, les Théses canadiennes et la liste annuelle 
gui parait dans The Professional Geographer. 

La liste présente énumére presque toutes les théses et dissertations qui ont été acceptées par les 
départements de géographie du Canada jusqu’a l’automne de 1971. I] est a souhaiter qu’elle sera utile 
4 ceux qui font de la recherche portant sur le Canada, ainsi qu’a ceux qui s’intéressent a l’histoire et a 
’évolution de cette discipline dans les universités canadiennes. Avec la dissolution du Comité 
consultatif national de la recherche géographique, la tache de préparer des listes mises a jour 
;ncombera sans doute au Comité national canadien de géographie ou a |’Association canadienne des 
géographies.
